Eisenhower Signs New 
Atomic Energy Measure 


Says Law Will Speed 
Peaceful Uses of Atom 


WASHINGTON—IB—President Eisenhower today signed the new 


atomic energy legislation and declared it will speed the time when 
the atom "will be wholly devoted" to peaceful purposes. 


The bill, which ignited one of 


thl hottest congressional fights of 
the year, overhauls the 19*6 Atom- 
ic Knergy Act. One of the changes 
permits the government, 
under 


certain 
security 
safeguards, 
to 


give nuclear information to Amer- 
ica's allies. 


The new legislation also, for the 


first time, opens the door for de- 
velopment of a private atomic 
pouer industry within the United 
States. 


Notes Warm Debate 


Eisenhower, in a statement, took 


note of the warm debate in Con- 
gress over these provisions. 


He said he feels "some misun- 


derstandings" were revealed dur- 
ing the debate and added: 


"I want our people to know that 


these p r o v i s i o n s are designed 
eventually to relieve the taxpayer 
of the enormous cost of the com- 
mercial aspects of the enterprise, 


fidcnce that the new measure will 
be a boon to public and private 
development of atomic energy. It 
will lead, he said, to greater na- 
tional strength. 


"Programs undertaken as a re- 


stilt of this new law," 'die Presi- 
dent declared, "will help us pro- 
gress more rapidly to the time 
when this new source of energy 
will be wholly devoted to the con- 
structive purposes of man."

McCarthy (R-Wis) said 
today he will call no defense 
witnesses in the Senate's new 
investigation of his conduct 
which will start here Tues- 
day. 


Flying in from Los Angeles for 


the new inquiry, and to learn the 
verdict seven fellow senators have 
reached in the McCarthy - Army 
hearings, McCarthy said he is 
ready to testify in his own behalf 
in the ,new inquiry, if he is re- 
quested to do so. 


But he indicated no desire to 


testify.

WASHINGTON — 


President Eisenhower told the 
American Legion today that 
creation of a mighty military 
reserve as a bulwark against 
communism will be "a No. 1 
item" on his 1955 legislative 
program. 


"We have failed miserably to 


maintain that strong, ready mili- 
tary reserve in which we have be- 
lieved for 150 years," the President 
declared in a speech for the Le- 
gion's annual convention. 


"Now, at long last, we must 


build such a reserve. And we must 
maintain it. Wishful thinking and 
political timidity must no longer 
bar a program BO absolutely essen- 
tial to our defense." 


Then he said: 
"Establishment of an adequate 


reserve — an objective for which th» 
Americna Legion and other patrio- 
tic organizations h a v e vainly 
fought for a generation — will be a 
No. 1 item submitted to th« Con- 
gress next year." 


•Will See to That' 


In his speech to fellow legion- 


naires, many of whom served un- 
der him as supreme commander 
m Europe during World War H, 
the chief executive promised : 


"This reserv^ will not unfairly 


burden men who have already 
served. This administration will 
Me to that." 


The President said that for a 


century and a half the United 
States has prided itself "on its re- 
fusal to maintain large standing 
military forces. 


"We have relied, instead, upon 


the civilian soldier. But we have 
done so without being fair either to 
the private citizen or lo the secur- 
ity of the nation." 


He went into no detail about th« 


nature of the military reserve h« 
wants to build. He made no men- 
tion of the plan for a powerful re- 
serve outlined a few weeks ago by 
John Hannah, then assistant sec- 
retary of defense in charge of man- 
power and now returned to the 
Presidency of Michigan S t a t e 
College. 


No Final Decision* 


That plan called for every able- 


bodied young man to put in a mil- 
itary service stint and then join 
the reserve. The While House said 
at the time the program Hannah 
set foi th as a plan to thwart any 
Soviet aggression was under con- 
sidetation by the National Security 
Council but that no final decision 
had been reached on whether to 
submit it to Congress in that form.

like maids, cooks, gardeners — 
must start paying a social security 
tax on their employe's earnings in 
1955. 


That's because Congress recent- 


ly changed the social security law- 
covering domestic employes 
to 


bring more of them under the pro- 
tection of the social security sys- 
tem. 


The change goes into effect next 


Jan. 1. This is what it means, 
keeping in mind that the first cal- 
endar quarter is January mrougn 
March. 


.ViO Minimum 


If after Jan. 1 a domestic em- 


ploye earns as much as $50 from 
one employer in a three-month 
quarter, then both the employer 
and the employe must each pay a 
tax of 2 per cent — total of 4 per 
cent — on the employe's earnings. 


In one quarter a domestic em- 


ploye tnay not earn as much as 
$50 from one employer; in another 
quarter she may earn that much 
| or more. The tax has to be paid 


for each quarter — but only that! 
quarter — in which $50 or more 
is earned. 


And if a domestic employe — 


say a one-day-a-week maid — 
works for several different house- 
wives and earns as much as SOO 
from each of them in a quarter, 
then in each case where that much 
money was earned the individual 
housewife and the maid, must pay 
the tax on what the maid earned 
from that housewife. 


Drop Time Limit 


Under the present law—changed 


beginning Jan. 1 — Neither a 
housewife nor her maid had to pay! 
a social security tax .unless the' 
maid worked for her at least 24 
days in a quarter and earned at 
least $50 in that period. 


Under the new law the number 


of days worked by any domestic 
employe for any housewife will 
make no difference. The only test 
on whether tax has to be paid is 
whether the domestic earned $50 or 
more, from the housewife. For ex- 
ample: 


Mary Jones, who works as a 


maid one day a week for several 
housewives for $7 a day. misses 
some days because they don't need 
her or because she's ill. But say 
she worked for Brs. Smith, Mrs. 
Brown, Mrs. Kelly and Mrs. 
Adams in 1955's first quarter. 


Three Pay Tax 


She earned more than $50 from 


each of them in that three-month 
period except Mrs. Adams, who 
rluln't need her often. Mrs. Adams 
pnid her $49 


Then Mrs. Smith, Mrs.* Brown 


and Mrs. Kelly must all pay a 2 
ner cent tax on Mary's earnings 
from them. And in each case Mary 
must match that by paying a 2 
per cent tax also. On the $49 
earned from Mrs. Adams neithei 
Mrs. Adams nor Mary has to pa> 
a tax. 


tn every case It is the housewife, 


not the maid, who must actually 
s*nd in the tax money. The jnaicl 
can give the housewife her share 
or the housewife can deduct the 
maid's share out of the maid's 
pay. The housewife can pay the 
maid's share as well as her own 
if she wants to. 


Pay In One Month 


The payment must be given the 


gwernment before the end of the 
month following the calendar quar 
ter in which $50 or more was 
earned. For instance, the tax on 
the earnings of a domestic cm- 


go about getting it this way: 


Ask the local post office for Ap- 


plication Form SS-5. This is filled 
out and pent to the nearest social 
security field office. There are 512 
of these offices. 


Needs Form 911 


In making the tax payment. th« 


housewife will need Form 942. Sh« 
can get this by writing to the dis- 
trict collector of internal revenue. 
with the explanation that she now 
hq? 3 domestic emplove who qual- 
ifies for social security coverage. 


For the guidance of housewives 


and domestic employes the govern- 
ment is preparing: booklets of infor- 
mation 
and 
instruction. 
They 


should be ready before the first of 
the year: 


Domestic employes will, if they 


work long enough in security-cov- 
ered jobs, be entitled to old ag« 
insurance after age 65. 


There are also other benefits in 


case a covered domestic employe 
dies befoie reaching: 65. For ex- 
ample, a lump sum death payment 
lo the spouse of the deceased dom- 


j estic employe, ranging from a min- 


imum of $90 to $255. And there 
are payments to the deceased dom- 
estic employe's children under 38. 


Benefits in each case will de- 


pend on time worked under social 
s e c u r i t y coverage and money 
earned. 


Army Officer 
Goes on Trial 
For Treason 


FT. SHERIDAN. 111. t/P — Th« 


Army court-martial of Lt. Col. 
Harry Fleming, first American of- 
ficer to be charged with treason 
in the Korean War, starts today. 


Eight former prisoners-of-war, 


members of the Army and Air 
Force, will testify against the 
slightly built, greying, 46-year-old 
officer. 


He is accused of aiding the Reds 


following his capture at 
Wonju 


Oct. 1, 1950 and with committing; 
"acts detrimental to fellow pris- 
oners of war." 


The specific charges state-that 


Fleming: 


Willfully stepped on the foot of 


an enlisted man while they were 
being taken to a prisoner-of-war 
camp in North Korea, reported to 
the camp commander an argument 
between two fellow prisoners, led 
camp discussion groups and made 
recordings later broadcast by ra- 
dio Peiping. 


The trial originally was to have 


begun a week ago, but residents 
of Fleming's home town, Racine, 
Wis., intervened. The Racine citi- 
zens, including the mayor, obtained 
a civilian attorney. Alfred E. La- 
France, to aid Fleming's military 
legal staff. 


The dela was granted to enabls 


LaFrance to familiarize himself 
wiih the case.

The 83rd Congress 


Though the air is filled with partisan boasts and criti- 


cisms of the performance of the 83rd Congress, most im- 
partial observers are concluding that its record was on the 
whole a creditable one. 


Certainly the 83rd was one of the hardest working as- 


semblies since the marathon sessions of World War II 
For the first time in a good while, Congress made a greater 
impact with legislation passed than with things and people 
investigated. 


That is no small achievement when the 


hearings, the Reece inquiry into foundations 
other investigations are taken into account. 


Being a Republican Congress under a Republican Presi- 


dent, this one must be gauged partly by what it_ did1 with 
President Eisenhower's legislative proposals. The white 
House claim of an .830 batting average may be somewhat 
extravagent, but it is clear the President did get a good 
share of his program enacted. 


On the domestic side. Congress enacted the first flexible 


farm price support plan that seems to have a chance of 
being enforced. It approved broader and better social 
security coverage, a relatively limited health program, and 
measures for hospital construction, vocational rehabilita- 
tion and unemployment insurance on an improved scale. 


It put through a general tax revision measure long over- 


due, for the nation's tax structure had grown up hodge- 
podge style and needed revamping to wipe out inequities 
and discouragements to incentive. 


Less satisfactory was the new housing law, which fell 


well short of Mr. Eisenhower's requests in the public housing 
field. And, of course, Congress made no changes in the 
Taft-Hartley Act, even though the late Senator Taft himself 
had earlier "proposed nearly 30 modifications in that basic 
labor law. 


Other impressive work was the passage after long years 


of bitter controversy of the St. Lawrence Seaway project, 
and the adoption of a modernized atomic energy law giv- 
ing private enterprise some role in future development and 
our allies more access to necessary atomic information.

Congress maintained the continuity of foreign aid, 


though it chopped the President's requests considerably. 
It extended the Reciprocal Trade Act for another year, after 
Mr. Eisenhower gave up trying for a three-year renewal 
this time, coupled with other liberalizing trade features. 
These he will seek in 1955. 


Perhaps^ the greatest single disappointment from the 


Administration's view was the failure to enact statehood 
for Hawaii. This was killed when the Senate insisted on 
linking it with Alaskan statehood. 


But on balance the showing was good. This Congress 


had a sharp eye for economy, voting $5.5 billion less in 
1954 than it did in 1953, and about $26 billion less than 
the Democratic 82nd Congress.

Called on all nations to "pledge 


that they will refrain from the 
threat or use" of nuclear weapons 
against the territorial integrity or 
independence of any state. 


Urges Control* 


Urged new efforts for interna- 


tional control, inspection and pro- 
hibition of atomic, hydrogen and 
other mass-destruction weapons to 
end "an arms race of unprecedent- 
ed dimensions."

Christians must con- 
tinue to condemn totalitarianism 
as false in doctrine and dangerous 
in practice. They will be no less 
firm in continuing to oppose athe- 
istic materialism." 


Critical of U. S. 


One section of the intcrnatiomtl 


affairs report was critical of some 
phases of American foreign policy. 
That section said: "When Ameri- 
can foreign policy is determined 
primarily by the criterion of anti- 
communism, it generally strength- 
ens conservative and reactionary 
political groups in the east Asian 
scene and tends to weaken the 
forces of healthy social reform." 


It pointed to two dangers: 
"On one hand, the temptation to 


succumb to anti-Communist hyste- 
ria and the danger of self-righteous 
assurance concerning Uie political 
and social systems of the West; 
on the other hand, the temptation 
to accept Uie false promises of 
communism and to overlook the 
threat to any responsible society." 


Concerning r a c i a l sergegation, 


one report sadi that "the whole 
pattern of racial discrimination 
should be no longer endured, and 
churches should protest "any law 
or arrangement that is unjust to 
any human being" or bars Chris- 
tian fellowship.
